INDIAN PEACE MEDALS. 

1793 George Washington. Presented to an Indian Chief by 
President Washington, probably one of those given as stated 
below; documents relate Washington made an address to the 
tribes of Indians residing on the Wabash and Illinois Rivers at 
Philadelphia, 7th of May, 1793, and to the “Soldier, Than E. 
Kunessa,” Chief of the Eel River or Miamis, welcoming them as 
being “evidence of their desire for Peace and Friendship. Re- 
marking on their journey eastward how it must have impressed 
them of the strength of the U. S. A., informing them of as many 
people living to the South and what would happen to the bad 
Indians if not harkening to the Voices of Peace, but that we do 
not want peace because we are unable to carry on a war, but 
want peace for the happiness of all men and pleasing to the 
Great Spirit; also reminding them of our beloved men sent as 
Commissioners to Lower Sandusky to settle all disputes, urging 
them to listen and believe in these men and aid in restoring 
peace. Bestowing presents upon them all, and, as a further 
token of regard, presenting each one with a medal which must 
be worn as a sign of attachment to the U. S., etc., etc.” Oval 
silver plate, beautifully engraved scene of Gen. Geo. Washington 
standing with an Indian to whom he has given the Peace Pipe, 
which the latter is smoking vigorously. The Indian has thrown 
down his tomahawk, on left trunk of tree and pine tree, while in 
the background is a man plowing with a team of oxen, house in 
distance, below geobge Washington president 1793.
